Agriculture in Public Schools 

The lollowing bill has been intro- 
duced in the legislature by Senator 
Wyatt ol Logan county. 

1. That the eo rse ol instruction 
given in the public s.liool of this 
Commonwealth shall embrace the 
subject of the elements of agricul 
ture, and that the same be taught 
as thoroughly as the other required 
subjects in the puhlic school curri- 
culum. 

2. That the same general re- 
quirement tor the teaching ot the 
other branches of the puhlic sehools 
ol this Commonwealth shall apply 
in the teaching of the elements ol 
agriculture and the same shall lie 
one of the required subject; but no 
teacher shall be required to stand 
an examination in this subject until 
the year 1911 

3. Suitable boot s for instruction 
in agriculture shall be provided lor 
by the State Board of Kducation 
and this act shall take effect and be 
in full lone at the beginning of the 
school year, 1910
